\Ve should not wait until they are all 
here and have purchased homes in Cal- 
ifornia, but should at once provide some 
means to show our Eastern friends that 
there is such a State in the Union as 
Nevada, and that she is not merely n 
barren waste populated by a few thou- 
sand savage people, who only wait year 
in and year out for elections to come 
around, whereby they may sell them- 
selves to the highest bidder that the 
railroad may have one more representa- 
tive within the walls of Congress to 
help them to rob our people of all their 
rights as American citizsns, and to 
tighten the crushing banda of that 
monopoly around them, but that it is a 
State capable of beiug cultivated and 
beautified in every way, with one of the 
healthiest climates in the world and 
populated with as intelligent people as 
can be found anywhere, and who are 
not for sile like entile.

stand for years. 
So far each builder 


has been privileged to construct build- 
ings with a view to hia own convenience, 
without considering the grade of the 
streets or what the adjoining property 
holder may do. Tha result is, that we 
have sidewalks that are neither pleasant 
to walk upon, nor attractive to the eye. 
Take any of our business streets and 
glance along them, and to those who 
have lived in well regulated towns and 
cities, the ups and downs that are to be 
seen are eye sores. What Reno now 
needs is established grades of the prin- 
cipal, if not all of her streets, and or- 
dinances to make all who are rearing 
and who may hereafter roar business 
blocks and residences recoguize these 
grades. 
This is a work tbat will be 


comparatively inexpensive if commenced 
now. A monument here and tbera can 
be established from which bearings can 
be run, and with the aid of profiles that 
should be made and filed in the proper 
ofBoe, no one would be at a loss for 
data, by which he can ascertain the ele- 
vation of any street in front of his prem- 
ises. A little judicious work in this 
direction will ndd not only to the pres- 
ent but future beauty of Keno, which is 
susceptible of having the finest drives 
and walks of any place between Og- 
den and Saoramimto. 
There is no 


more lasting monument which our 
Commissioners can rear for themselves, 
than to give the town a good grade to 
which not only our Supervisors can 
work, but all structures can be made to 
conform. 


Entitled to Statebood. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—The Eepubli- 


oan leaders are going to make a vigor- 
ous effort to get Dakota into the Union 
at the coming session of Congress. 
They are anxious to secure its electoral 
vote in the next Presidential election. 
Dakota has been seeking admission for 
a number of years. The Territory ban 
more than the requisite population and 
would probably have been admitted be- 
fore had it not been for a dispute over 
the division of the Territory into North 
and Sooth Dakota. 
South Dakota con- 


tains tho bulk of the population and the 
best lands, and the residents of North 
Dakota have objected strenuously to the 
•eparation. 
The Bepublioans would 


like to cet an Enabling Act to admit 
both South and North Dakota, as it 
would materially aid their chances of 
electing the next President. In the last 
Congress there were seven Democrats, 
it is said, who were willing to vote with 
the Republicans for the admission of 
South Dakota, 
The Democratic ma- 


jority has been largely reduced in the 
House, and if ten Democrats cnn be iu- 
ducsd to vote with the Republicans this 
Winter Dakota can be admitted. The 
Republicans are confident of carrying 
their point. It is not believed however, 
that any (new Slates will be admitted 
until after the next Presidential election. 
Washington and Montana Teriitories 
are both eligible for admission into the 
Union and it is thought that a compro- 
mise may possibly be effected to admit 
all three at one. 


Thomas Nast, the celebrated carica- 


turist, jhos signed a contract with Man- 
ager MeConrt, of the Tabor Grand 
Opera House, Denver, aud Johu Ma- 
guire, of Montana, for a four-months' 
tour of California, Oregon, Montana, 
Nevada, and all the principal cities west 
of the Missouri, for a series of illustrat- 
ed lectures, the first one of which will 
be given in Denver next week.

Nevada what nature intended her to be, 
the immense amount of waste land must 
be put under cultivation, and to effect 
that desirable end, water must be had 
for irrigating purposes and surely no 
better method could be suggested than 
utilizing the water of the beautiful lake. 
Some argue that diverting the lake water 
would be an injury to Washoe and other 
counties, but those who know whereof 
they speak, claim that water enough 
could be taken from tho lake to irrigate 
every acre of sagebrush land in the sur- 
rounding valleys without any apparent 
diminution of its quantity. 
One thing 


is certain, viz: that water must be had, 
either by damming up the stream heads, 
tapping Lake Tahoe or boring artesian 
wells, for the people are determined on 
cultivating wasteland and will demand 
State aid to accomplish the desired im- 
provement. 
Our farmers are already 


exporting grain, beef cattle, potatoes, 
etc., and supplying the neighboring 
State with such articles, and the atten- 
tion of wealthy men in California and 
Eastern States is gradually being at- 
tracted hiiherward and if our people 
only staud in together, Nevada's future 
isjassured.

STOBEY'S TAXES.—The Enterprise sayg 


the Assessor's roll for 1887 ia completed 
and taxes are now due and payable. 
The valuation for 1887 is a fair one. 
It 


aggregates in personal and real property 
the sum of $1,744,245, made np of $227,- 
724 in real estate, $427,371 in personal 
property and $859,050 in mill and min- 
ing property. The tax rate this year is 
4% per cent,, and the above sum will 
bring in n revenue of $80,729 07. 
The 


county revenue lor the year 1887 from 
the bullion tax will be nearly $20,000. 
Last year the revenue from this source 
was only $2,466, 
The assessed -valua- 


tion of property last year was $2,047,- 
065, upon which the sum of $90,000 
was raised. But it mast be remembered 
that last year property was valued by 
the Assessor in many instances at two 
and three times its market 
value. 


There is good reason to believe that 
the rate of assessment will be lowered 
next year and the present valuation 
maintained.
